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Live Stock in Hawaii

The Hawaiian Islands are out in the mid- 
dle of the Pacific Ocean better than 2000 
miles from the California coast. The Is- 
lands themselves are of volcanic formation. 
They are known as the “Paradise of the 
Pacific” on account of their volcanic na- 
ture, floral development and _ hospitality. 
Until recent years, the Islands were govern- 
ed by Kings and Queens. The Islands were 
annexed to the United States by request 
and became an integral part of the United 
States by treaty rather than by purchase 
or conquest. The Governor of the Islands 
is appointed by the President of the United 
States and at present is Gov. Farrington. 
They elect a representative to Congress and 
have their own legislature and other gov- 
ernment bodies the same as this country. 

It was my good fortune to have had an 
opportunity to visit the Islands upon invi- 
tation from Mr. H. K. L. Castle, to judge 
all the live stock at the Sixth Annual Ter- 
ritorial Fair at Honolulu, August 29-Sep- 
tember 5, 1927. Mr. Castle is well known 
to many Aberdeen-Angus breeders on the 
mainland. He is generally found at the In- 
ternational and was a speaker at the last 
meeting of the Aberdeen-Angus Breeder’s 
Association held at the International. Mr. 
Castle is a real live wire when it comes to 
live stock. He not only maintains a 
herd of some 300 head of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle but he takes an active part in the 
Territorial Fair as well as many other in- 
terests in the city of Honolulu and on the 
other Islands. 

The Territorial Fair this year was a big 
success. All the live stock barns were fill- 
ed. The Aberdeen-Angus show was the 
largest beef cattle show and occupied two 
large barns on the fair grounds. The Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle were judged on the first 
day. Some fifty-seven head made up a very 
interesting and high quality show. This 
show of Aberdeen-Angus was distributed 
among five different herds. Mr. H. K. L. 
Castle exhibited the Grand Champion bull, 
Junior Champion heifer, the Grand Cham- 
pion steer over all breeds and was success- 
ful in winning the cup which is awarded for 
the most points in the beef cattle section. 

The Wawamalu Ranch owned by Cooke 
and Davis of Honolulu exhibited the Grand 
Champion cow, Blackbird of Rosemere 57th. 
She certainly made an acceptable Grand 
Champion. The Kamehameha School exhi- 
bited the Junior Champion bull Eric Harri- 
son 44th. This school is maintained in a 
very fine live stock division under the cap- 
able leadership of Professor Paul Gantt. 
Professor Gantt is a graduate of Iowa State 
College, Ames. The Kamehameha School 
was established by the Bishop Estate. It is 
claimed that the Bishop Estate owns one- 
ninth of all the land on the Islands. They 
are now building a three and one-half mil- 
lion dollar institution. New barns and other 
live stock equipment will be made on a new 
location and will be divided into several 
units, such as hog, poultry, dairy, beef cat- 
tle and farming. This new location is in a 
splendid position from the standpoint of na- 
tural scenery and good land. The will 
which made this institution possible is such 


that the institution is only allowed to teach 
Hawaiian children or children that have 
Hawaiian ancestors. There are some 600 
or 700 students attending this school at pre- 
sent. It must be remembered that the in- 
stitution has been going for several years 
and they already have a large plant but the 
new arrangement calls for a new location 
for part of the buildings and added equip- 
ment. 

One of the most interesting buildings to 
be found on the Islands is the Bishop Mu- 
seum, a part of the Kamehameha institution 
and located on the campus. In this museum 
is found old relics and other things that 
have had to do with the history of the Is- 
lands, its development, kings and queens, 
etc. A trip to the Islands would not be 
complete without a visit to this character- 
istic museum. 

The horse show was made up of light 
horses and quite a number of draft horses 
as well as mules. Some of the horse class- 
es had as many as thirty-seven. It would 
be hard to find a stronger line of polo hors- 
es than was found in this show. Peg O’ 
My Heart owned and exhibited by W. F. 
Dillingham of Honolulu was a wonderful 
mare. It would be necessary to travel a 
good many miles in this country to find her 
equal and it is doubtful if her superior 
could be found. She is a wonderful mare in 
conformation and is beautiful in action on 
a polo field.

dairies in the vicinity of Honolulu. The 
University of Hawaii showed live stock in 
practically all divisions and made a good 
showing in the dairy show as well as in the 
hob classes. The live stock at the Univer. 
sity is under the capable management of 
Professor L. A. Henke, a graduate of the 
University of Wisconsin. The Hinds-Clarke 
Dairy showed both Holsteins and Guernseys, 
Chas. W. Lucas of Honolulu showed the 
Grand Champion Guernsey bull. J. §. 
Cummings of Honolulu exhibited the Grand 
Champion bull. W. F. Dillingham of Hono- 
lulu exhibited a small herd of Jerseys but 
of extra good quality. 

Mr. F. O. Biven who clerked the live 
stock show should be commended for the 
efficient manner in which the same was 
handled. It must also be remembered in

at Minnesota Junior Live Stock Show 


When Mark G. Thornburg, Iowa’s com- 
missioner of agriculture, selected an Aber- 
deen-Angus yearling grade calf as grand 
champion at the tenth Minnesota Junior 
Live Stock Show at South St. Paul, he re- 
marked that the calf would compete strong- 
ly for first honors at any show in America. 
Furthermore, he said that Minnesota’s Jun- 
ior Live Stock Show is the best of its kind 
in the United States. 

Walter Schultz, club boy of Nicollet coun- 
ty, fed and groomed the champion calf 
which he named Conquest 2d, as successor 
to Conquest Ist, exhibited by him a year 
ago both bred by E. H. Schloeman_ River- 
view Stock Farm, Mankato, Minn. The calf 
sold for 95 cents a pound and brought its 
young owner something more than $900. 

Young Schultz has shown much versatil- 
ity in his club work, for he has only been in 
the baby beef project two years and before 
that had been very successful with dairy 
cattle. At the Minnesota State Fair in 1925 
he won first prize with a pure bred Holstein 
heifer, which gave him a trip to the Chicago 


International Show. He was a member of 
the Minnesota 4-H dairy cattle judging 
team which entered the competition at the 
National Dairy Show at Memphis where he 
won fourth place in a field of more than 
100 individual contestants. 

The reserve grand champion at South St. 
Paul was a pure bred Shorthorn yearling, 
owned by 16-year-old Jesse Hanson, also of 
Nicollet county, and a neighbor boy friend 
of Schultz. The champion Hereford was 
entered by Donald Barber of Montevideo. 

While the grand champions did not sell 
for record figures, the general average price 
for all the animals and poultry was higher 
than ever before. No poultry sold for less 
than 40 cents a pound and from that up to 
$1.50 a pound for the prize turkeys. i 
grand champion lamb brought $2 a poun 
and the champion pig and champion pen ° 
poultry $1 a pound. There was a materia 
increase in the number of swine and pou 
try exhibited, and a slight increase M the 
other departments. Receipts at the auction 
sale were $12,000 in excess of those in 1 
for strictly show stock.

Cattle Only 


A farm herd of beef cattle is the only 
crop on Cotton Valley Farm in Edgecombe 
County, North Carolina, that has paid a 
profit each year. 

“Thirty head of pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus beef cattle have paid a small profit each 
year to the owners ‘of Cotton Valley Farm 
despite the fact that there has been a light 
demand for breeding stock and most of the 
surplus was sold at beef prices,” says R. S. 
Curtis, animal husbandman at State Col- 
lege. “The manager of this farm, Mr. L. 
W. Shook, states that his cash crops such as 
cotton, tobacco and peanuts have made more 
total money than the cattle yet the cattle 
ee in some profit consistently each 

It costs little to maintain the beef herd 
on Cotton Valley Farm. There are 250 acres 
In pasture where the cattle range during 
summer. In winter they glean the fields 
where the crops were grown and are fed 
Some silage and cotton seed meal with graz- 
ps on cover crops available. Mr. Shook 
States that there are few men in Eastern

Carolina who should go into the beef cattle 
business on a large scale yet there are hun- 
dreds of farms where cattle would pay well 
if handled as they are on his place. Mr. 
Shook has 850 acres under his supervision, 
with 435 in cultivation, 250 in pasture and 
the remainder in woodland. Thirty cows are 
kept in the breeding herd. 

There were 40 cows in the herd when Mr. 
Shook began to manage the place some 12 
years ago. These were of all sizes and con- 
ditions with about half being grade Aber- 
deen-Angus. A good bull was bought and 
the herd graded up. The undersirable cows 
were sold as beef and in about five or six 
years Mr. Shook had a high grade herd of 
35 cows. He then sold these and bought a 
herd of 29 pure bred cows at a cost of about 
$10 above the price for grade animals. An 
excellent bull was secured to head the herd 
and now only pure breds are grown. These 
are returning a profit each year with pros- 
pects of the profits going higher since pure 
bred beef cattle are now in demand.—From 
Southern Cultivator, Nov. 1, 1927.

It is quite doubtful whether Ed Hall or 
any other man in America ever presented ir 
a carlot contest a better load than these 
yearlings. They were the right type, they 
were highly bred, they were balanced to a 
T, they were straight lined, straight at the 
backs, short of necks, carried attractive 
heads, plenty of even width and were very 
smooth, and “hammed to the hock.” Above 
all they were deep, very deep, and wore “the 
skin you like to touch.” Someone ventured 
the interrogation: “Which do you think the 
better, good grade Aberdeen-Angus or pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus steers?” This quick 
retort from the master feeder contains a 
complete answer and with it much food for 
thought. He said “you just can’t get too 
much Aberdeen-Angus blood in them for 
me.” 

The runner-up in the yearling section was 
John Hubly, his load was a beaner, but it 
lacked a bit in finish, and yet it was good 
enough to squeeze Ed Hall’s next best load 
into third place. Wayland Hopley of At- 
lantic, lowa, was there good and strong too, 
his load going between John Hubly’s two 
best loads, so it scored fourth.

A LESSON IN BEEF MAKING DEMONSTRATED 
AT THE INTERNATIONAL LIVE STOCK SHOW. 

The eyes of the world annually turn toward Chicago to see 
what is to transpire in the carlot section in the fat steer show out 
in the yards. This year’s show brought with it many a lesson that 
should help to dispel forever some of the “serious” objections an- 
nually handed out against the Aberdeen-Angus breed. First they 
have been branded as wild. No one can successfully prove that 
statement and no evidence at the yards would indicate that the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed should be accorded any other than first place 
on account of its docility. The breed has become thoroughly root- 
ed as the premier baby beef breed and is so acknowledged by all 
contemporaries. 

Some one has been kind enough to suggest that the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed stands in a class by itself as a baby beef proposition 
but some say you just can’t make good when it comes to maturity. 
They “ain’t there” is frequently heard in the field and about the 
shows. But my friends they “are there.” Disinterested packer 
judges have said so and they spoke quite emphatically at this year’s 
International when the sifting committee selected 112 loads from 
the 204 loads that were offered for their consideration as candi- 
dates for competition in the carlot section. Don’t mistake these 
figures. They are facts, not fiction. Commemorate them for they 
will be worth repeating in the presence of some of the fellows who 
swell up and shoot our breed to pieces at times when they believe 
they are advancing the interests of other beef cattle. ; 

They are all good, and this publication can appreciate a good 
one regardless of color or tribe. There were 21 loads of Shorthorn 
yearlings offered and 12 loads were accepted, a trifle over 57 per 
cent. The Hereford breed brought forward 64 loads of yearlings 
and landed with 21, being a trifle over 32 per cent; of the 78 loads 
of Aberdeen-Angus offered 45 were accepted, making a bit better 
than 57 per cent. Thus the Black babies held their own, making 


a score equal to the best.

Every nook and 
cranny is filled. Cattle are separated and widely scattered in dif. 
ferent parts of the buildings. It is difficult for the management 
to accord the service that the different breeds are really entitled to 
For instance at the main entrance is to be found three rows of Ab- 
rdeen-Angus breeding cattle, several rows of other breeds. Be- 
neath the ampitheatre seats are some more. Around the arena is 
another wing of the building containing two long rows of Blacks. 
Upstairs somewhere down one aisle and through a wall is another 
group. Others are either upstairs or down in one building on an- 
other. The housing is fine and everything is done to make both 
men and cattle comfortable. But the fact still remains that an up- 
to-date plant would enable Manager Heide to house his exhibits in 
solid blocks, each with his respective breed. Exhibitors would be 
delighted and visitors would find less trouble and inconvenience in 
finding exhibits and making comparisons within their own minds. 
Other breeds have the same experience. 

Be it far from us to enter a complaint, and yet we should be 
neglecting our duty should we fail to suggest that we are desirous 
to seeing the Chicago International maintained as America’s prem- 
ier show place. Here is hoping that our dream of seeing the world’s 
finest show plant some day standing where the present structures 
now stand will not be long in materializing.

The pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bullocks 
in the single classes made what we thought 
to be the best showing the breed has ever 
made at the International, that is there 
were a greater number of tops in the lines. 
in fact many a state fair champion was lost 
in the shuffle. Judge Biggar did a splen- 
did piece of work in designating where the 
ribbons should go. He walked them and 
he handled them all over carefully. Where 
the animals approached each other in qual- 
ity he pulled them out of the line in pairs 
and made careful comparison one with the 
tthe senior class was well filled with out- 
standing specimens. From the seats it was 
difficult to tell exactly why. It had been 
our pleasure to see the four calves offered 
from Iowa State College many times, in fact 
the inspection has been very frequent since 
they first appeared at this institution. We 
know that they were very high quality, well 
finished, and fitted, and that Herdsman 
George Edwards was presenting them in 
good form for we had visited them only a 
few days before they left for the Interna- 
tional show. We rather expected College 
Earl to stand at the head of his class, al- 
though it was a tossup between he and his 
stable mate College Special so there is no 
doubt in our mind that Gay Boy from Penn 
State must have been a real calf or he 
should not have been placed between the 
two. Berdell, the other College calf was in 
the same class and stood a good chance of 
battling with either of his companions. 
Judge Fullerton’s steer Evans of Sunbeam 
has made a fine show record this year in 
the big show rings and was worthy cf his 
position at fifth in this large class. 

In the summer class that followed, Iowa 
State scored again, this time with Mah- 
Jongg 2d who has looked like a winner all 


summer. He is a very fine calf, evenly cov- 
ered with a deep covering of meat, nicely 
lined, good top, and two good steer ends. 
The U. of Illinois supplied his runner-up in 
the good calf Old King Cole, and he proved 
a real contender. Penn State had a very 
nicely turned bullock in third place and the 
U. of Alberta supplied the fourth position 
with a decidedly acceptible bullock. He was 
clean cut, nicely made and attractive. The 
U. of Illinois placed another choice calf by 
the same sire as their first one in the next 
berth. He was amply good to make a strong 
state fair champion in most any company, 
except the present of course. 

Twenty-one in the October to December 
31 class. Headed by Jack Horner, another 
son of Deverly, and offered by the U. of 
Illinois, a youngster that just filled the eye 
completely. He carried a nice level top, 
plenty of width and depth of body, was nice- 
ly covered and bloomy as could be. Fresh 
as a morning rose. He was made champion 
Aberdeen-Angus and later reserve to the 
grand champion cross bred. The judge said 
he lacked a bit in filling so low in the quar- 
ters. By the same token he might well have 
been made reserve in the pure bred class, 
this would have changed things materially 
in the finals too. From our high up seat 
we surmise however that the judge made no 
error in his work. This remark is occasion- 
ed only to infer the high quality of the bul- 
locks and their splendid uniformity. Pur- 
due placed second with a youngster that 
carried a dangerous look as he approached 
the top line, and Kansas State came next 
with a plum good one in Irenemere’s Lad 
3d. These people also had another one of 
the same breeding that fitted tight up to 
his comrade but not so closely but that lowa 
State was able to slip their College Aristo- 
crat in at fourth place between them. This

The accompanying table setting forth the 
blood lines of the ten head of winning car- 
casses 1s worthy of careful scrutiny by alt 
who are interested in producing the very 
best in beef for the trade. Note the predom- 
nance of Aberdeen-Angus blood lines. Eight 
out of ten head run to the blacks for their 
excellent qualities. Every animal in the Jun- 
lor yearling class was an Aberdeen-Angus 


and three out of five of the summer year- 
lings were Aberdeen-Angus. A record Dod- 
die fanciers may well be proud to own and 
give out to the world. 

Every animal in the first class had been 
fed and fitted by a breeder and not espec- 
ially fitted by a college or state institution. 
Only two of the summer yearlings had re- 
ceived a college degree. 


was one of the greatest strings of calves 
ever led into the International arena. 


Iowa state had been counting pretty 
strongly on capturing the junior class too 
for they had a pair of very promising 
youngsters in Black Model and College 
Prince that looked like they might stand 
together in almost any company. Whistling 
Pete from Xenia whistled right by and land- 
ed at the top with the other pair next. This 
Pete calf is a comer. Young Tim Pierce 
placed his good calf fourth in this string of 
fourteen calves and Kansas State placed 
fifth with another Irenemere 6th calf, indi- 
cating that this bull had been doing fine 
service in the college herd.. 

There were nine groups of three out and 
Iowa, Illinois, Pennsylvania and Kansas 
state institutions copped off the first four 
groups, Briarcliff of New York and Cong- 
don & Battles of Washington secured the 
next two and Lynch of Iowa placed ninth. 
The evenness, smoothness and general at- 
tractiveness of these groups caused much 
conversation about the ringside and in the 
seats. While these splendid steers were 
showing there were men in the audience 
wrestling with themselves over the advisa- 
bility of purchasing pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls with which to build up their 
herds or for crossing purposes. We know 
because we conversed with some of them. 

The Grade and Crossbred classes brought 
forward some of the best bullocks to appear 
before Judge Biggar. There were four 
classifications as to ages. January 1 to 
May 31, 1926; June 1 to September 30, 1926; 
October 1 to December 31, 1926 and those 
calved since January 1, 1927. The color 
scheme as well as the quality of these calves 
attracted a great amount of attention. There 
were 35 head shown in the first class, of 
this number 20 were black, 11 were Here- 
fords and 4 Shorthorns. Seven out of the 
top eleven head were either Aberdeen-An- 
gus or showed Aberdeen-Angus blood in 
color. 

The second class brought forward 30 
head. Ten were black, seven were Short- 
horns and thirteen were Herefords. Sixteen 
head stood in the final line, nine of which 
were black. Eight out of twelve of the tops 
in the third class of eighteen calves showed 
strong Aberdeen-Angus tendencies. In fact 
no truer type could be found than that dis- 
played by the beautiful dark red Cross bred 
that stood at the head of this class and suc- 
ceeded, although by a very close margin, in 
defeating the pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
champion for the final grand champion 
steer of the entire show. 

Judge Biggar studied a long time before 
he decided in favor of the red and then stat- 
ed that it was but a toss of the hand as to 
which should go up. The Shorthorn boys 
were elated to know that their breed had 
had a hand in the making of this beautiful 
calf from California. The top eight in the 
calf class showed half and half for the 
blacks. In the finish the champion Grade 
or Crossbred steer was a Crossbred Short- 
horn-Aberdeen-Angus and the reserve was 
a straight grade Aberdeen-Angus.

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Revolution 7th avd Glencarnock Jessie Oth Win 


The year 1927 has been a historv making 
season for Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Fine 
specimens of the breed have been displayed 
in the fairs and shows of the nation in a 
bigger wak than ever before. Many a coun- 
ty fair has seen for the first time a herd 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, well fitted and 
well groomed. The cattle have made friends 
all down the line. They have aroused un- 
expected interest in the breed. Many new 
herds have been started this year. Most of 
the show herds have been strengthened. 
The deflation resulted in disposing of a 
greater portion of the undesirable cattle and 
those left show the effects of drastic cull- 
ing. While the medicine was hard to take 
it has worked wonders for the breed and 
future generations of cattle will attest this 
statement. Perhaps we need to watch still 
more closely some of the items that have 
been overlooked, or rather passed by. For 
instance it seems that some of our cattle 
are not as nearly perfect in heads as they 
might be and there is a tendency to lack 
in fullness of quarter. These items are not 
so noticeable in the show rings as they are 
in the breeding herds at home. They lack 
much of being serious, nevertheless when 
the bars are up the cattle will not be romp- 
ing around. 

Another International is preparing to 
close its doors as these lines are put into 
type. This show has brought in the mater- 
ial for one of the most interesting chapters 
in the 1927 volume. Those who witnessed 
the 1927 show will agree that it was by far 
the greatest show of Doddies ever assem- 
bled in the International arena, at least in 
many respects this is true. The numbers 
may not have been so great as in other 
years but the general quality more than 
made up the deficiency. I don’t know that 
there were as many outstanding tops as 
perhaps other years have developed. One 
thing sure, however, is the fact that there 
were no tail enders. The lines were ex- 
ceptionally uniform from top to bottom. 
Fewer animals of inferior quality passed in 
review than at any show during our exper- 
ience at this ringside. This is a pleasing 
situation for we believe that it denotes a 
big step forward in the improvement of the 
breed as a whole. 

It has been generally conceded through- 
out the year that the aged bull class would 
bring forward the grand champion candi- 
date for there were several bulls out during 
the season, any one of which would make a 
creditable champion. For the most part 
they kept rather to themselves during the 
show season, preferring as it seemed not 
to get a rating until in the finals at Chica- 
go. Several of them had met on different 
occasions, but each had hoped that he might 
be successful at the International. 

Considerable speculation as to what bulls 
would be entered and shown at this season’s 
International had been floating about the 
show arenas this season and there was some 
tenseness prior to the stalling of the ani- 
mals at the beginning of this show. When 
the ten aged bulls greeted Judge Kildee in 
the ring everyone present came to the rea- 
lization that we were to enjoy a real cattle 


show for there was an abundance of quality 
the length of the line. Judge Kildee was 
very deliberate and painstaking in his work 
and yet he worked plenty fast to make the 
show decidedly interesting and snappy. He 
walked the cattle freely and handled them 
carefully, pulled them out in pairs for com- 
parison on many an occasion and used every 
care not to embarrass the leaders by shift- 
ing the cattle around much. He used the 
walk system to find his tops and seldom did 
an animal lead up to have his position 
changed later. 

The bulls pulled up to the rail and the 
Judge immediately set to his task in a busi- 
nesslike manner. He went over them pret- 
ty thoroughly where they stood, then order- 
ed a parade. This first to fall out of line 
was Revolution 7th, round and smooth as an 
egg, not so deep as Blackcap Bandolier 2d 
who stood next and who is beginning to 
show the results of a long hard season of 
show campaigning. Escort Marshall, smooth 
and well fitted, and carrying plenty of 
depth fell in third. Permit 9th, the Cana- 
dian Champion, had brought with him a bit 
of a scare, as he had been rated as a top 
candidate for the purple, but he could not 
go up further because of lack of flesh. 
The fifth bull in line was Prizemere 44th, 
highly fitted and decidedly attractive in 
every way, good enough to have gone fur- 
ther up the line. F. L. Bateman who went 
into the pure bred business only within the 
past year lead Blacklate into sixth place 
and he looked mighty fine in this line of 
great bulls. Harrison & Ryan scored the 
third time with Glencarnock Revolution 2d 
when they led this nicely balanced bull in- 
to seventh position. Postman’s Monarch 
showed eighth for Judge Fullerton and he 
too is a nicely balanced bull. Hutchinson & 
Sons from Ohio came next with their good 
bull Blackcap Baton 2d and “Billy” Wilson 
of Indiana stood at the end of the line with 
his good bull Ericsson, a bull good enough 
in every way to win championship honors 
at most any state fair. So it will be seen 
that the audience was treated to a grand 
spectacle in this array of mature herd sires. 

The remaining two senior bull classes 
were filled with bulls far above the average 
showed at Chicago in their respective class- 
es, within their ranks were a number that 
will prove formidable candidates for top 
honors in future Chicago shows, this does 
not apply to one or two but rather to many 
in each class. 

The four Junior bull classes were filled 
to the brim with good ones. The 1926 sum- 
mer class was headed by an outstanding 
youngster that looks dangerous to those 
who may be seeking the purple during the 
next few years. If he does not find this 
way to the top it will be because something 
out of the ordinary happens. These classes 
contained bulls that have won highest hon- 
ors in state and national exhibitions and yet 
there were an insufficient number of blue 
ribbons to reach but one in each division. 
When the individual bull shows had finished 
the blue ribbons had been pretty well divid- 
ed. Harrison & Ryan headed the list with 
two, and Tolan, Woodcote, Ames Plantation

It would have done any breeder or pros. 
pective breeder worlds of good to sit and 
watch the fine string of eleven mature cows 
as they came across the arena to their com- 
er and lined up against the rail for inspec. 
tion by Judge Kildee. The judge seemed 
delighted with the excellence displayed and 
as he went over them carefully where they 
stood one could see that he was highly 
pleased with the material the showmen had 
brought for his inspection. But for scale 
there was little difference between the head 
and the foot of this line. These cows were 
clean cut individuals with scarcely any 
faults. The each were graceful in carriage, 
and each head was a good one. The fronts 
were beautiful to look at. The shoulders 
were smooth and well covered, they were 
good at the heart, straight in top line and 
every one of them carried the top line al- 
most perfectly as to width. There were no 
hooks in sight and the rumps were straight 
and level each with a splendid tail setting, 
not a single one was rough at the tail, they 
were deep of body and every one filled down 
well in the quarters, the bottom lines too 
were straight and even. Had it not been 
for the style of Black Lass Glencarnock 6th 
it is just hard to tell which cow would have 
stood at the head of the list and from the 
seats it made but little difference to the 
audience which one of several might win the 
blue. After going over them carefully and 
putting them on parade Judge Kildee sever- 
al times stopped the procession to compare 
one with another as they stood. Finally he 
ordered Black Lass Glencarnock to fall out 
and serve as a head for the class. It was 
a bitter scrap between each succeeding palt 
as to which was the better and which should 
fall in line next. When the breeders bring 
in from far and near eleven head of mature 
cows of this quality and such approved type 
we may rest assured that progress 1S being 
made in the betterment of the breed in this 
country.

prophesy was torn asunder. They tell us 
that the Aberdeen-Angus breed may right- 
fully hold the fort when it comes to pro- 
ducing baby beef or finishing at a young 
age but that they can’t do the trick in aged 
stuff. Look at this. Fifteen loads of two’s 
were out in the Aberdeen-Angus section. Ed 
Hall placed his two year old champion lot 
as reserve champion load over all breeds, 
being second only to his own black year- 
lins. If our adding machine is working this 
morning the result of the 1927 show proves 
that the Aberdeen-Angus bullock is not 
alone capable but does go along and make 
good at any age. In the two’s John Hubly 
came second and Enos Tolan of Farming- 
dale, Illinois, came third with a fine load of 
Russell County, Kansas, bred bullocks from 
the Johnson Workman herd. Proving that 
range bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle are top 
cattle. 

Perhaps a few remarks as to how the 
champion load was fed will be of interest 
to readers. Mr. Hall as everyone knows 
buys the best calves each year that he can 
find. This is the background for his suc- 
cess. Next he is a scientific feeder and 
looks well after the diet of his steers. His 
close application to administration of feed 
places him in position to change the ration 
as he deems best from time to time. These 
particular calves were started last fall on 
shelled corn, oats, alfalfa hay and oil meal. 
They were getting about a pound of oil 
meal a day when they were turned out to 
pasture the middle of last December. Mr. 
Hall maintains a set of luxuriant pastures 
on pleasingly rolling land and keeps his cat- 
tle in the open the year round for he feels 
that they do much better when grown and 
prepared to battle with the elements on 
their own account. About August 1st they 
were taken up and placed in a dry lot where 
plenty of shade abounds. 

At this time they were placed in the barn 
for a short time in order to gentle them 
and for the improvement of their coats, in 
other words to soften the coats. Some six 
weeks later they were sorted and the orig- 


inal selection reduced to about half its num- 
ber. These twenty-three head then served 
as the group from which the grand cham- 
pion load was to be selected. 

The finishing feeds were shelled corn and 
clover hay, with two pounds of linseed oil 
meal, one pound of cottonseed meal, 2 
pounds of Champion Mo-Las-Cotn meal 
and three pounds of ground barley per head 
per day. In addition a constant supply of 
Moorman’s cattle mineral was before them. 

Mr. Hall is a truly Doddie fan for he 
maintains a herd of breeding cattle as well 
from which he selects as many steers as 
possible and then goes out and buys the 
rest. Already it is said that he has some- 
thing over three head in the making for 
next year, so there is liable to be something 
doing again at that time. Mayhap Mr. Hall’s 
new duties as Vice-President of the Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
will detract sufficiently to allow John Hub- 
ly to steal home again in the next inning. 
At any rate we may be assured that these 
gentlemen and many others will be striving 
— these most coveted honors for

INCUBATION 


Natural avd Artificial 


With the advent of the commercial hatch- 
ery problems of incubation have become 
more specialized. In many sections of the 
country the small incubator is being sup- 
planted by the commercial hatchery or by a 
community incubator. There are good points 
in favor of both; nevertheless, specializa- 
tion along hatchery lines by an individual 
should result in greater efficiency provid- 
ing, of course, that certain fundamental 
principles are followed in the selection of 
breeding stock and management with a view 
to the production of quality stock. 

In order to improve the condition of poul- 
try throughout production territory it is vi- 
tally necessary to give careful thought and 
attention to incubation. The success of in- 
cubation may depend directly on the source 
of the eggs for hatching and involves the 
breeding stock. It is safe to say that the 
quality of the young chicks is directly de- 
pendent upon the breeding stock. The con- 
dition of the chicks can be influenced by in- 
cubation and brooding. 

The two methods of hatching eggs are 
generally referred to as natural and artific- 
ial. The natural method requires the use of 
the hen and involves the natural instinct of

factory. A piece of sod with the grass side 
down should be placed in the box. Then the 
corners should be filled with earth and the 
center of the nest should be the lowest 
point. A thin layer of straw is then placed 
above the sod. If the nest has been proper- 
ly made the eggs will roll together in the 
center of the nest and yet can be rolled 
apart with little effort. 

The hen should be dusted with a good 
louse powder before setting and after she 
has been on the eggs about a week. This 
is very important. Plenty of fresh water 
and feed should be made available at all 
times. The hen should not be disturbed dur- 
ing the hatching of the eggs. 


Artificial Incubation. 

Artificial incubation is an art practiced 
centuries ago. The past twenty-five years 
have seen the greatest development. There 
are incubators of all sizes for all conditions 
sold at different prices. During the past 
€w years the large commercial hatchery 
has played an important part in the hatch- 
Ing of chicks. 

Incubators, as a general rule, make it 
Possible to control incubation. The chicks 
are all of the same ages and, therefore, can 
develop more uniformly. Some disadvant- 
ages are the cost of the machine as an ini- 
tial investment and some danger of fire. 
owever, this risk is minimized in the new 
machines, 

The smaller incubators are not as popu- 

as they were several years ago because 


Selecting Eggs for Hatching. 

The success of artificial as well as natur- 
al incubation depends upon the quality of 
the eggs. The selection of eggs for the in- 
cubator should be very carefully done. Size, 


texture, uniformity of 
shape should be consid- 
reed. Avoid eggs which 
have irregularities such 
as ridges or warts of 
lime. The size, shape, 
color and quality of the 
shell of the egg are 
heritable characteristics 
that will show up in the 
eggs that are produced 
by the pullets. 

Eggs should not be 
saved for incubation 
longer than ten days. 
Keep them in a dry 
room at a temperature 
between fifty and sixty 
degrees. The eggs should 
be turned occasionally 
while being retained for 
hatching. The best success in artificial incu- 
bation will be obtained if the directions for 
incubation as given by the manufacturer are 


followed. 

Breeding Stock. 
(1) Only the best layers and mature 
stock should be used in breeding pens. 
(2) Use only well matured, vigorous 
males from high producing strains. 
Saving Eggs for Hatching. 
(1) Do not save eggs until ten days af- 
ter the male has been placed with the flock. 
(2) Do not save eggs for more than sev- 
en days after the male is removed. 
(3) For best results do not set eggs that 

are more than ten days old. 
(4) Place eggs for hatching in a cool, 
dry place (50 to 60 degrees). 

Incubation. 

(1) Early hatched chicks, consistent with 
weather conditions, are most profitable. (2) 
Have chicks as near the same age as possi- 
ble. (3) Treat hens for lice before setting. 
(4) Do not overheat or chill the chicks. (5) 
Do not overcrowd chicks—not more than 
350 to largest brooder. (6) Moisture in in- 
cubation—evaporation not to exceed: 7 to 
10 ounces first 6 days for 100 eggs. 10 
ounces second 6 days for 100 eggs. 10 ounc- 
es third six days for 100 eggs. (7) Do not 
attempt to hatch malformed eggs. (8) If 
in doubt about eggs do not use them for 
hatching. (9) The size of the egg wili, to a

As 
we grow older, and, we think, wiser; as the 
facts of life become apparent in true inter- 
relation to the weary eyes of experience, 
the divineness of children becomes over- 
whelmingly poignant. ! ; 

Romantic love is a thing of burning 
sweetness and unforgettable moments; but 
the love of a child is as deep and refresh- 
ing as a mountain lake, and man will turn 
from his dearest sin to the greater love in 
the clear and holy eyes of a child; for chil- 
dren are not only nearest Heaven, but of it. 

Christmas is pre-eminently their holiday; 
a time of merry making, feasts and thor- 
ough joy when the domestic hearth burns 
brightest and the busy world stops to turn 
and kiss its little ones. Then may it look 
into their eyes and with a lump in its throat, 
a little more hope in the goodness of God 
perhaps, realize. that men and women are 
only children who have grown away from 
happiness and spend their whole lives won- 
dering why. :

Fruit Cake. 

It is now time to make the holiday fruit 
cake if it has not already been done. Fruit 
cake and cookies improve with age. There 
are several rules which if followed closely 
add to the excellence of the fruit cake. The 
fruit used should be carefully washed, dried, 
and in readiness for use before the cake is 
pegun. The pan in which the cake is baked 
should be lined with well oiled paper, a tub- 
ular pan is best, however the cakes may be 
baked in any pan which gives them a depth 
of four inches. One of our churches, at their 
annual sale, sell very delicious fruit cakes 
which have been baked in one pound coffee 
containers. Fruit cake should be baked in 
a slow oven. Well cooled, should be wrap- 
ped in waxed paper and kept in a tight tin 


cake box to ripen. It may be served with- 
out frosting but if frosting is desired it 
should be a very light one and should not 
be put on until the cake is to be served. 


Fruit Cake. 


1 pound raisins, 1 pound currants, % 
pound citron, 4% pound dates, 1 cup candied 
pineapple, 1 cup nut meats. 

1 cup sugar, 1% cup thick sour cream, 1 
cup molasses, 4 cups flour, % cup cider, % 
cup currant jelly, 1 scant teaspoon soda, % 
taespoon salt, 1 tablespoon cinnamon, % 
teaspoon nutmeg, 5 eggs. 

Beat well egg yolks, cream and sugar, 
add liquid ingredients, then the dry in- 
gredients sifted together. Dredge the fruit, 
which has been carefully cleaned and dried 
and cut in small pieces, and nuts with two 
cups of flour. Add the fruit in the flour, 
then lastly the whites of eggs well beaten. 
% cup butter and % cup cream may be used 
instead of all cream. 


Fruit Cake (Recipe 100 Years Old). 


Cream together: 1 cup of butter, 142 cups 
of sugar, add 3 well-beaten eggs, % cup 
molasses, two-thirds cup milk, 1 teaspoon 
soda dissolved in milk, % teaspoon cloves, 1 
teaspoon cinnamon, 1 teaspoon allspice. 
Beat these ingredients well, then mix in 2 
cups sifted flour, 14% pounds currants, 1 
pound raisins chopped, % pound finely 
chopped citron. Mix fruit with 1 additional 
cup of flour before adding to cake batter. 


White Fruit Cake. 


% pound candied pineapple, % pound 
candied cherries, % pound blanched and 
chopped almonds, % pound Sultana raisins, 
% pound citron, 1 cupful butter, 1 cupful 
sugar, 4 eggs, %4 pound cocoanut, % cup- 
ful orange juice, 2 tablespoons rose water, 
2% cups sifted flour. Cream butter and 
sugar, add egg yolks and the cocoanut 
which has been soaking in rose water, add 
the flour, the fruit and nuts and lastly the 
stiffly beaten egg whites. The liquid for 
this cake is made by letting the fruit stand 
in the orange juice over night. No soda is 
used.

Here we have the latest, and the best 
book dealing with the ever increasingly im- 
portant subject of the breeding and im- 
provement of farm animals—about which 
the breeder and improver can never learn 
enough. By that is meant that he should 
be a master of all that relates to this mys- 
terious and intricate subject—for unless he 
has mastered the facts and principles of his 
science, he is practically wasting his ener- 
gies in the business he may have chosen of 
breed improvement, and of individual fit- 
ting for the sales’ ring or the show yard. 

This book will furnish him with the data 
he requires. After an excellent introduct- 
ory chapter the author at once leads to the 
consideration of the hidden secrets of the 
physical basis of heredity, and its mechan- 
ism, in the dual capacity of the sexes; and 
then to that of fertility and sterility; with 
following chapters on reproductive effic- 
iency and parturition. 

The ground thus cleared, the author is 
able to introduce the known facts of the 
science of breeding as now developed in 
what is called Genetics, which includes the 
treatment and understanding of Mendelism. 
Then the further aspect of the problem is 
dealt with—variation, for which the breeder 
should always be on the alert. The delusions 
of Acquired Characters are insisted on. Sex 
determination is dealt with in a practical 
as well as thoroughly philosophic manner; 
that is, the possibility of eventually develop- 
ing some means of really “controlling” sex, 
the mechanism or procedure in the produc- 
tion of which is pretty well understood— 
the only difficulty in the “determination” 
is in being able to reach the seat of “con- 
trol.” The theory, as to this, is pointed out; 
and so we must leave it to the “iaboratory.” 

Then come three chapters in the practice 
of breeding—Grading and Crossing, In- 
breeding and Selection, each intensely at- 
tractive. The chapter on Breed Analyses 
and Herd Syntheses exhibits the accumu- 
lated value of all statistics collectable by 
breed societies and breeding and herd ac- 
complishment, reduced to the analytical pro- 
cess which is the parent of the synthetical— 
for without the statistics assembled in such 
a way as to furnish data indicative of re- 
sults of certain modes and methods in breed- 
ing—i. e., mating, the breeder would be at 
sea. 

A chapter is devoted to development in 
special reference to maternal influence and 
the breeding and management of the fe- 
males of the herd. The final regular chap- 
ter deals with Fitting for Sale and Selling; 
and it need not be said that the more at-

ere is just one point that be 

prominently forward here. Mendelin ee” 
taught us that every character (or, if we 
must restrict this rather Sweeping deduc- 
tion, most) has what may be called a char- 
acter base—that is, an ultimate element of 
germplasm, one of myriads making up the 
aggregation in each germ-cell. The ques- 
tion is—to what extent these unit-charact- 
ers, as Mendel called them, are absolute in 
their constitution, and whether they are 
sent along from generation to generation 
as they have been transmitted, or are more 
or less under certain influences outside of 
themselves, but which are, nevertheless, 
closely associated with them? 

It is around this fundamental question 
that the battle seems to rage among the 
“geneticists.” It is to be hoped they may 
be able to attain some satisfactory conclu- 
sion; for it is by the accumulation of the 
unit characters, or character bases, of good 
kinds, in that orderly disposition in rela- 
tion to each other, in the making up of the 
symmetry so highly desired, and the elimin- 
ation of the inferior basis or units—or what 
makes for their good or bad nature, that is 
the breeders’ concern.

up and down the alleys made it next to im- 
possible for the ringside to hear the auc- 
tioeers. The very bad habit of hanging 
over the fence prevented those on the seats 
from viewing the cattle as they came in 
the ring. The place was cold and most un- 
comfortable. Perhaps there were other 
things the matter but they no doubt were 
of minor importance. 

Col. Kraschel conducted the first part of 
the auction and Col. Cooper the latter part. 
President Fullerton and Secretary Tomhave 
each spoke briefly and to quite a disad- 
vantage because of the noise and general 
commotion. The general trend of these 
talks lead to a discussion of the shortage of 
pure bred breeding cattle and the outlook 
for the future. The forecasts were borne 
out when the feeder steers and calves pass- 
ed under the hammer the next day or two. 

In some of the highest priced animals 
sold were to be found the greatest bargains. 
In a few cases the lower prices represent 
about half what the individuals would have 
sold for at private treaty. Others sold well, 
and some of them exceptionally well. It 
was a mixed crowd with whims to satisfy 
that could not be met with the material at 
hand. And yet, the buyers will appreciate 
the situation the more as they realize the 
true value of the good things that they took 
away with them. The Journal is of the 
opinion that preparation should be made 
soon for the next sale and that the cattle 
should be carefully selected and prepared 
for the event in order to present the breed 
in its best light. It really does not pay fin- 
ancially or otherwise to bring cattle in their 
everyday clothes to be passed on at sacri- 
fice prices. The seller ought really to have 
advantage of every opportunity to put his 
cattle in condition to demand the high dol- 
lar. A number of these cattle resold private- 
ly after the sale at handsome profits to the 
ringside buyers.
